Although Roanoke'B lead over Dan¬
ville and Norfolk ls not great enough
to merit tho assurance that tho High-
landers wlll carry off the pcnnant
honors in tho Vlrginla Leaguo thls
season, yet so far ln arrcara are the
Colts that it may bo uBsertetl wlth lit¬
tle hesltatlon tnat tho Champlons wlll
not dupltcate thelr performance of last
year. Even now, wlth the raco near¬
ly two-thlrds dono, Manager Llpe'a
team ts In a most unsottlod condltlon,
and overy week eeema to flnd now
names In hls llno-up.
To tho many changeB, nnd to tho

fnct that the men have not played to¬
gether for nny sreal length of tlme,
the poor showlng thls year Ib most
probably due. From early sprlng un¬
tll tho 'present tlme one mlsfortune or
another has beset tho local team, and
the result recently has been defeat
after defeat. Vlth here and there a

vlctory. True. the RlchmondorB led
the race for nearly two months, but
slnce then slumps havo come, untll
now the chances for flnal vlctory seem
as one In a hundred.

Have Had Many Try-Oufa.
There- has perhaps never been a

mlnor leaguo team to try-out as many
men. Heleases have ben dealt out
wlth great llberallty, and more than
one "flro badge" has caused Manager
Llpe to brlng upon hlmself the severe
crltlclsm of many followers of the
game. Twenty-seven men.threo ?en¬
tlre teams.have been tried, and Pitch¬
ers Roszel and Twitmire are scheduled
lo'report ln Roanoke to-day. Revelle,
Ihe malnstap of the pltching staff. ls
the only twirler now wlth the team
who reported for sprlng practlce.
Followlng ls a list of the pitchers

who have worn a Colt unlform thls
-eason: Revelle.*Schumann, Verbout,
Wllllams, Ashton, Walker, Bussey,
Waymack, Mulr, Johns. Dlcklnson,
Jackson. Johns, Revelle, Verbout and
E-chumann compose the present staff.
Dlcklnson ls manager for Lynehburg,
and ls a wondcr ln the box. He waa
releascd by Rlchmond without havlng
a try-out in any game. "Ho dldn't
look good the day he was wlth us," ls
Manager LIpe's excuse for "cannlng"

Wllllams, a big husky twirler from
Pennsylvanla, pltched one entlre game
and looked good to many who saw

hlm work. Ho was hlt for slx satotles,
but was wlld. Ho dld not complaln
when hls salary was handed hlm, and
the request was made that he locate
ln another berth. John Waymack won
two games, and was let go to North
Carollna. He ls making good thore.
nnd may report with Rlchmond next
Bprlng. Bussey and Walker wero not
satlslied hero.-

Tried Flve Calchcra.
It Is ln securlng pitchers that Man¬

ager Llpe hna had hls greatest trouble.
but ho has had anythlng but a clnch
ln securlng a second backstop who
sulted hls fancy. The season started
out wlth Messitt. Cowan and Kelfel.
Kelfel was lonned to Portsmouth, and
was afterwards recallcd. Gpwan wosr

releascd and Jolned the Truckers. Soon
nfter thls Messitt and Kelfol were both
out of tho game, or practlcally so,
wlth Injured flngers.
Monohan was signed and did not

make good ln the only game ln which
he figured. Ho waa rcleaaed. and on

Saturday Catcher Post, of Altoona, re¬

ported. and went with the team to Roa¬
noke-- The catchor's posltion is prob¬
ably tho most Important on tho learn,
as pitchers rely largely on the back-
atop to know tho weakness of the bat-
tors. It ls Impossiblo to catch a ball
game properly without Ihls knowledge,
whlch can only bo acquired by prac¬
tlce and aaaoclatlon. Wlth Messitt be¬
hind the bat, Rlchmond seldom fails
to put up a good flght; Without him
the team is greatly crippled.

Lohr, Sieber _and for several games
Heffron have been ln left fleld. Lohr,
an excellent llelder, was a poor hltter,
and Heffron waa here on a vacatlon.
Dr. Sieber has riot batted as an outfleld-
er Bhould, although no man on the
team is moro admlred for hls gentle-
manly conduct and hls contlnued per-
severance. For the good of the team
Bmlth was traded for Wallace in cen¬

tre fleld, and the Colts got the best oi
the bargaln. Tho other positions \on
tho team are fllled by Tltman, Kanzler
Ison, Sandherr and Llpe, a oleyoi
qulntot.
